During the Select Board 
meeting on Monday night, 
Cabot, Cabot & Forbes 
CEO Jay Doherty present- 
ed early ideas for a pro- 
posed partnership with 
the town to build a mixed- 
use development at 333 
Andover St. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
opened by reminding the 
community that the Select 
Board does not vote on 
housing or commercial 
projects, but they do allow 
the opportunity for resi- 
dents’to learn more about 
proposed projects. He also 
mentioned that the town 
has had an interest in this 
property since the 1990s 
for a potential fire substa- 
tion or other recreational 
use. 

Doherty emphasized that 
the developer wants to 
work with the town and 
will prioritize according to 
the town’s concerns and 
needs. He described a pro- 
ject they are working on 
in Wakefield which requir- 
ed the approval of their 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
for a 25-acre site near Lake 
Quannapowitt.

Regarding the town of 
Wakefield’s concerns about 
conservation, they con- 
tributed money to stop 
runoff from other proper- 
ties into the lake and com- 
mitted to making more 
public space and water- 
front. He also referenced 
examples where they re-

Proposed school 
start time changes

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Public Schools’ 
Transportation Coordina- 
tor Lisa Faretra provided 
updates for proposed school 
start time changes to the 
School Committee at their 
most recent meeting. Pen- 
ding School Committee 
approval, the changes 
could be instituted as ear- 
ly as the 2023-2024 school 
year. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand introduced the to- 
pic by explaining that the 
initiative initially resulted 
in options that couldn’t be 
supported, so the commit- 
tee asked for further con- 
sideration to be made. He 
also named some of the 
challenges of this work be- 
ing the number of schools, 
not knowing the bus rider- 
ship, the new school to be 
built, and the cost of ad- 
ding more busses. 

“T can tell you as a com- 
mittee that the idea of 
adding to our transporta- 
tion budget as we prepare 
for a very challenging year 
does not seem to be in any 
way a possibility,” he said. 

One change already in 
motion for next year that 
he mentioned is_ that 
school days are being ex- 
tended to add more in- 
structional time. The ele- 
mentary level school days 
will go on an additional 15 
minutes and secondary 
levels another five min- 
utes. 

Faretra referenced the 
premise proven by re- 
search that secondary edu- 
cation should start be- 
tween 8 and 8:30 a.m.

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After deciding on 8 a.m. 
as the earliest start: time 
for middle and high school, 
she built the rest of the 
proposed plans from there. 
The next thought for plan- 
ning involved allowing 
enough time for the north 
side of town’s bus routes 
between the Wildwood, 
Woburn Street, and the 
North Intermediate schools. 
The plan she brought 
that night showed the ear- 
liest start time at the 
Wildwood at 7:40 a.m., fol- 
lowed by 8 for the middle 
and high schools, 8:25 a.m. 
starts for the Boutwell, 
Shawsheen, and West, and 
then the Woburn Street 
and North starting at 9 
a.m. The current start 
times for next year, if un- 
changed, would be 8:40 
a.m. for the Wildwood, 
7:20 at the middle school, 
7:40 at the high school, 
7:50 at the Boutwell, 8:20 
at the Woburn Street and 
the North, and 8:55 a.m. at 
the Shawsheen and West. 
Brand pointed out that 
this proposed schedule 
aligns with an 8 a.m. start 
for secondary level stu- 
dents and requires no stu- 
dents to be picked up for 
the bus before 7 a.m. Se- 
ven of the eight schools 
would be shifted less than 
40 minutes and have start 
times between 8 and 9 
a.m. He also assured the 
community that this plan 
would not impact CARES, 
athletics, or other after- 
school activities, which 
were priorities identified 
at the last options stage. 
School Committee mem- 
ber David Ragsdale asked 
how student drop-off at 
school would work if mid- 
dle and high school stu- 
dents riding the same 
busses will start school at 
the same time. Faretra 
suggested that the 15- 
minute drop-off window 
would provide enough 
time for the bus to stop at 
either school for the be-

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee receiv- 
ed a presentation from 
Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand during their meet- 
ing last Wednesday night 
detailing a new option 
for the relocation of the 
Wildwood programs. Af- 
ter challenges with the 


previous options from 
the Wildwood Building 
Study were brought for- 
ward such as the cost to 
the town, time to com- 
pletion, and disruption to 
grade configurations, the 
committee went back to 
explore another possibil- 
ity. 

What they considered 
this time was the reloca- 
tion of the Wildwood class- 


rooms and program at a 
combination of the West 
Intermediate School and 
the middle school. Their 
current proposal, accor- 
ding to Brand, includes 
keeping five Wildwood 
classrooms at the West 
and moving seven to the 
middle school. 

In the middle school 
specifically, there is an 
area of the school identi- 


fied that will create what 
he called a “school within 
a school” sense with sev- 
en classrooms and the 
current library/media 
room space. While using 
two buildings isn’t ideal, 
he said that this would 
allow the staff to be clos- 
er together and mostly el- 
iminate travel, as any

Then the referral 
is initiated with a form 
sent home seeking con- 


sent to hold assessments. 
An eligibility meeting is 
held next and a determi- 
nation is made. The dis- 
trict needs to put an IEP 
in place before the stu- 
dent turns three. 

A recent trend that 
they’ve seen here is an 
increase in early interven- 
tion referrals and students 
coming in with a diagno- 
sis of autism or a profile 
suggesting autism. The 
numbers Bousios shared 
only included early inter- 
ventions, which are not 
through parent referrals. 
In 2018, they had 19 early 
intervention referrals with 
14 students found eligible 
for special education pro- 
gramming and four need- 
ing Strides programming. 

In 2019, they had 15 re- 
ferrals with seven eligible 
and two needing Strides 
programming. Then in 
2021, they had 44 referrals, 
out of which 31 were eligi- 
ble and eight needed 
strides programming. This 
included, some referrals 
that should’ve taken place 
in 2020. 

This year, they’ve receiv-

THE RIGHT 
TO PRIVACY 


One of the IRS’s top priorities is protecting the privacy 
of America’s taxpayers. The agency takes this so seriously 
that the right to privacy is one of ten rights the Taxpayer 
Bill of Rights gives all taxpayers. 

Taxpayers have the right to expect that any IRS inquiry, 
examination, or enforcement action will comply with the 
law and be no more intrusive than necessary. Taxpayers 
can also expect that the IRS will respect all due process 
rights, including search and seizure protections and will 
provide, where applicable, a collection due process 
hearing. 

Here are a few more details about what a taxpayer’s 
right to privacy means: 

¢ The IRS cannot seize certain personal items, such as 

schoolbooks, clothing and undelivered mail. 

¢ The IRS cannot seize a personal residence without 

first getting court approval, and the agency must show 
there is no reasonable alternative for collecting the tax 
debt. 

¢ Sometimes, taxpayers submit offers to settle their tax 

debt that relate only to how much they owe. This is 
formally known as a Doubt as to Liability Offer in 
Compromise. Taxpayers who make this offer do not 
need to submit any financial documentation. 

¢ During an audit, if the IRS finds no reasonable 

indication that a taxpayer has no unreported income, 
the agency will not seek intrusive and extraneous 
information about the taxpayer’s lifestyle. 

e A taxpayer can expect that the IRS’s collection actions 

are no more intrusive than necessary. During a 
collection due process hearing, the Office of Appeals 


must balance that expectation with the IRS’s proposed 
collection action and the overall need for efficient tax 


collection.

found nine eligible, but 
they haven’t completed all 
of those referrals yet.

Some rea- 
sons that the referrals 
haven’t been completed 
Bousios provided were 
that they’re waiting for 
parent consent or haven’t 
yet held the evaluation 
meeting. 

~ Bousios said that it’s 
their job as student sup- 
port services to provide 
free and appropriate pub- 
lic education to students 
in the least restrictive en- 
vironment. Wilmington 
offers full inclusion, par- 
tial inclusion, and a sub- 
stantially separate pro- 
gram in Strides for. stu- 
dents grades k-12.

she said is for students 
requiring ABA methodolo- 
gy and more intensive 
care. These require a low- 
er student-to-teacher ratio 
than a regular classroom.

have been 109 so far this 
year and 217 last year.

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Yankee Swap, Secret Santa

Ah, the holidays. Gift giving, 
holiday gatherings, office par- 
ties. As people are able to come 
back together in person and 
celebrate, co-worker gift ex- 
changes are back in focus.

The first person picks any 
gift of their choosing and un- 
wraps it. The next person may 
either draw. another present, 
or take the first person’s pres- 
ent. The swapping or stealing 
goes on until the person who 
picked first gets to choose from 
all the gifts or keep what they 
have received.

Secret Santa is a more per- 
sonal gift exchange. Names of 
participants are placed in a 
hat and each person draws a 
name. A gift is then purchased 
for that person, but the name 
of the giver is not disclosed. 
The fun comes in guessing 
who the “secret Santa” is, and 
if that person is not ultimately 
guessed, the giver can reveal 
themselves. 

Gifts can be a gag or some- 
thing characteristic of the 
recipient.

The board conducted 
batch approvals for com- 
mon victualler, amuse- 
ment, entertainment, pool 
table, and class license ap- 
provals.

MARLBOROUGH — In 
an effort to expand ac- 
cess to a more diverse 
population of students, 
nearly 97% of the re- 
gional vocational-techni- 
cal and agricultural high 
schools in Massachu- 
setts made changes in 
their admissions poli- 
cies, practices, or staf- 
fing over the past two 
years. That’s one of the 
key findings of a survey 
on admissions practices 
conducted by the Massa- 
chusetts Association of 
Vocational Administra- 
tors (MAVA), a statewide 
organization that advo- 
cates for high-quality ca- 
reer and technical edu- 
cation. 

The survey, conducted 
by MAVA during the 
month of November, in- 
cluded 29 regional voca- 
tional-technical and agri- 
cultural high schools. 28 
of these regional schools 
(96.6%) responded that 
they made changes in 
their admissions policies, 
modified their admis- 
sions practices, or added 
admissions staff or train- 
ing during the past two 
school years. 

“What really stands wut 
for me is that our mem- 
ber schools are very 
committed to improving 
their admissions proce- 
dures,” said Dr. Thomas 
J. Hickey, Superinten- 
dent-Director at South 
Shore Regional Vocation- 
al Technical High School 
in Hanover. “The state 
wanted our schools to 
analyze the admissions 
data, reflect on it, and 
make changes. And that’s 
exactly what the survey 
showed they’re doing.” 

Dr. Hickey helped de- 
sign the survey and com- 
piled its results. 

In addition to the re- 
gional voc-tech schools 
and agricultural high 
schools, the MAVA sur- 
vey included more than 
two dozen city vocation- 
al high schools, compre- 
hensive high schools, 
and academic high 
schools with one or more 
state-approved Chapter 
74 vocational-technical 
programs. Many of those 
schools also made chan- 
ges. 

Of the 29 schools in that 
group, 13 of them (44.8% ) 
reported making one or 
more admissions © chan- 
ges during the two admis- 
sions cycles surveyed. 

In all, 59 schools re- 
ceived the survey. 

Considered in the ag- 
gregate, 41 of the 58 
schools offering state- 
approved vocational-tech- 
nical programs and re- 
sponding to the survey

Massachusetts

(70.7%) reported they 
had made changes in ad- 
missions policies, prac- 
tices, or staffing in prepa- 
ration for the two admis- 
sions cycles. For the first 
year, 63.9% of all schools 
reported making changes 
in admissions policies, 
47.5% made changes in 
admissions practices, and 
37.7% reported adding 
admissions-related staff 
or training. 

For the second year, 
41% of the schools re- 
ported making addition- 
al changes in policy, 
32.8% reported addition- 
al changes-in admissions 
practices, and 41% re- 
ported additional chan- 
ges in staffing or train- 
ing. 

In most cases, shithe 
were the first significant 
changes in vocational 
schools’ admission prac- 
tices in decades. Previ- 
ously, vocational school 
admissions policies close- 
ly followed a model poli- 
cy designed by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department 
of Elementary and 
Secondary Education 
(DESE).. Under state 
regulations that were in 
place for many years, vo- 
cational schools were en- 
couraged to use four cri- 
teria in making admis- 
sions decisions: grades, 
attendance, discipline, 
and recommendations 
from sending school gui- 
dance counselors. Schools 
could also use an optional 
fifth criteria: a personal 
interview. 

“Our members are 
clearly taking this issue 
very seriously,” said Dr. 
Andrew H. Linkenhoker, 
MAVA’s current president 
who serves as the Su- 
perintendent of Smith 
Vocational and Agricul- 
tural High School in Nor- 
thampton. “We know we 
have limited seats in 
vocational and agricul- 
tural high schools and 
there’s a responsibility to 
make the best use of 
those limited resources 
in the fairest way possi- 
ble for all students.” 

In addition to making 
changes in their schools’ 
admissions policies, the 
MAVA survey found that 
eight schools added staff 
to conduct additional 
outreach or provide ad- 
missions help to special 
student population groups 
such as English lan- 
guage learners, to fur- 
ther address diversity 
and equity issues in their 
school, or to analyze ad- 
missions data; nine 
schools reallocated staff 
to support admissions; 12 
schools arranged profes- 
sional development on

new admissions policies 
or to train admissions 
staff in conducting unbi- 
ased student interviews; 
and 11 adjusted inter- 
view questions, rubrics, 
or the size and scope of 
interview teams. 

Several schools _ re- 
duced the weight given 
to discipline in their ad- 
missions policies, in- 
creased the weight given 
to personal interviews, 
or added personal inter- 
views as part of the ap- 
plication process. 

Two schools, Assabet 
Valley Regional Techni- 
cal High School in Marl- 
borough and Worcester 
Technical High School in 
Worcester, decided to 
adopt a lottery system 
for admissions. Three 
schools, Greater New 
Bedford Regional Voca- 
tional-Technical High 
School in New Bedford, 
Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational High 
School in Wakefield, and 
Essex North Shore Ag- 
ricultural & Technical 
School in Danvers, de- 
cided to test a lottery in 
limited segments of their 
admissions process. 

Schools making chan- 
ges in their admissions 
policies, practices, or 
staffing reported that 
they would reevaluate 
the success of the new 
admissions changes at 
the end of each admis- 
sions cycle. They will 
make further adjust- 
ments if the new enroll- 
ment data suggests more 
changes are needed. 

Since schools generally 
have only one full year 
of data under their new 
systems, several schools 
indicated it was too ear- 
ly to tell if the changes 
helped increase applica- 
tions and acceptances in 
special student popula- 
tion groups. A few schools 
reported seeing some 
short-term improvement. 

“Right now,” said MAVA 
Executive Director Ste- 
ven C. Sharek, “our 
schools need one thing: 
time — time to see whe- 
ther these changes are 
working and to fine-tune 
them as we gather and 
analyze more data. For 
the first time in decades, 
the state has asked us to 
rethink and redesign the 
way we handle admis- 
sions. We want to do this 
right.” 

As part of the survey, 
schools also reported 
that they need better 
access to seventh- and 
eighth-grade students so 
they can make middle 
school students aware of 
the benefits of pursuing 
a vocational education.

They noted that new 
state regulations and 
guidance documents. re- 
quire middle _ schools 
whose communities are 
members of vocational 
school districts to allow 
eighth-grade students to 
go on tours of their local 
vocational technical 
high schools to learn 
about those opportuni- 
ties, but not all middle 
schools are complying 
with the regulations. 

In some cases, the new 
regulations have improv- 
ed access to seventh- 
and eighth-grade stu- 
dents in middle schools 
that had previously re- 
stricted it or blocked it 
altogether. MAVA school 
leaders believe that 
more firsthand, in-per- 
son access will spark 
more interest and lead 
to enrollment of more 
students from special 
student population groups 
which previously may 
have had only. limited 
exposure to vocational- 
technical or agricultural 
education. 

This process was initi- 
ated approximately two 
years ago when a coali- 
tion of civil rights advo- 
cates called for change, 
claiming that vocational 
school admissions poli- 
cies were unfair to Cer- 
tain student population 
subgroups, including stu- 
dents of color, those 
whose primary language 
is not English, the eco- 
nomically disadvantag- 
ed, and those with dis- 
abilities. 

After months of public 
discussion, DESE asked 
vocational schools with 
admissions policies to re- 
view and reflect upon 
their admissions data 
and compare the overall 
district-wide percentages 
of special student popu- 


lation groups in sending- 


school communities to 
the overall percentages 
of special student popu- 
lation groups actually 
enrolled in those voca- 
tional schools. 

Vocational schools then 


began analyzing data 


and changing their ad- 
missions policies, prac- 
tices, and staffing. 
MAVA is a statewide 
non-profit organization 
with more than 60 mem- 
ber schools. At the time 
of the survey, it had 59 
members. Its member 
schools enroll more than 
51,250 students in high- 
quality Chapter 74 voca- 
tional-technical educa- 
tion programs.

Baker-Polito Administration distributing at least 
3.5 million more free at-home COVID-19 tests 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced plans to distrib- 
ute another 3.5 million free 
at-home COVID-19 rapid 
antigen tests and person- 
al protective equipment 
(PPE) for municipalities 
and community organiza- 
tions to make. available to 
residents across the Com- 
monwealth. This latest dis- 
tribution builds upon the 
successful distribution of 
nearly 30 million at-home 
tests to a range of settings 
across the Commonwealth 
over the last year. 

Municipalities may re- 
quest to receive tests, KN95 
masks, surgical masks, 
face shields and nitrile 
gloves to combat the 
spread of COVID-19 and 
should expect to receive a 
link to request these items 
through an email sent to 
their local board of health 
today. The Commonwealth 
is also making these tools 
available to other settings 
and organizations includ- 
ing day programs, coun- 
cils on aging, community- 
based organizations, health 
care providers, providers 
of affordable housing for 
seniors, Aging Services Ac- 
cess Points (ASAPs) and 
assisted living residences. 

“Over the past several 
years, we have partnered 
with communities to make 
sure residents can access 
the tools needed to man- 


age COVID-19, like rapid 
antigen tests,” said Gov- 
ernor Charlie Baker. 
“These tests build on the 
availability of vaccines, 
boosters and therapeutics, 
all of which are widely 
available across Massa- 
chusetts.” 

“We have been pleased 
to work with municipal 
leaders to expand access 
to free COVID-19 rapid 
antigen tests and PPE,” 
said Lt. Governor Karyn 
Polito. “Local officials

Tewksbury, enough time 
passed and residents appar- 
ently exhibited a change of 
heart. 

The article passed at 
special Town Meeting back 
in October caps the number 
of retail marijuana licenses 
in Tewksbury to 20 percent 
of the number of off- 
premises liquor licenses. As 
of now, this means Tewks- 
bury’s Select Board will 
have the authority to grant 
up to three retail marijuana 
licenses (this assumes the 
attorney general’s office 
makes no changes to the 
bylaw passed in October;

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quest up to a 60-day exten- 
sion). 

The article also sets gen- 
eral compliance require- 
ments for marijuana 
retailers, including main- 
taining a host community 
agreement, adhering to all 
state and local laws, and en- 
gaging in patron age identi- 
fication. The article places 
licensing power with the Se- 
lect Board. 

In a way, it acts like a 
liquor license: an applicant 
must go before the Select 
Board to receive the license 
and it must get renewed 
each year. 

For the retail marijuana 
license, a second article up- 
dated the town’s zoning by- 
laws to allow for it in four 
zones: South Village Busi-

New coach, wrestlers, to pin down team’s goals

WILMINGTON- It is the 
start of a new season for 


the Wilmington High 
School wrestling _ pro- 
gram, and in_ the 


Wilmington gym on team 
picture day, members of 
the team were seen wip- 
ing the dust off their uni- 
forms and preparing for 
another long winter ath- 
letic season, 

One of those faces in the 
crowd of winter athletes 
awaiting their picture to 
be taken was first-year 
head coach Kevin Riley. 

Although Riley is new to 


the title of head coach, he © 


is no rookie in the 
wrestling world. The 
Billerica native wrestled 
at Shawsheen Tech in the 
80s and was a Division I 
North Sectional 
Champion. Riley credits 
Mark Donovan for the 
development of his pas- 
sion for the sport. 

“T go back to Mark 
Donovan at the 
Shawsheen Tech in the 
80s,” said Riley of the late 
coach. “My first year (in 
wrestling) was his first 
coaching year.” 

As a coach, Riley was an 
assistant at Salem High 
School and later joined 
the Wilmington program 
as an assistant when he 
moved to the town in 2001. 

For a team that graduat- 
ed eight seniors last sea- 
son, Riley has a lot of 
work to do to get his team 
ready for competition. 
However, he is not worried 
about the group he has. 

“We graduated eight sen- 
iors (and) most of the 
lineup graduated last year 
sO we are very young,” 
admitted Riley. “We did a 
lot of recruiting in the off 
season, and we would like 
to get the numbers a little 
bit higher than they are 
right now but the kids we 
have in the room right 
now I’m really happy 
with, they work hard.” 

The Wildcats will be led 
by junior captain Julien 
Cella in the 145/152 weight 
class, a returning section- 
al champion. Cella was 
previously voted captain 
by his teammates last 
year, and Riley plans to 
roll with Cella as the lone 
captain for now.

“We have a lot of poten- 
tial talent in the room 
right now,” said Riley. 
“Not a lot of experience, 
which is great (because) 
they are very coachable 
and we do have a couple 
kids coming back.” 

Riley is taking in a total 
of nine promising new- 
comers to the squad this 
season, including four 
seniors in John Consorti 
(220/285), Michael Ings 
(195/220), Kevin Sanchez 
(138/145), and Ryan 
Watson (160/170). 

The team is welcoming 
three juniors in Hannah 
Bryson (126/132), Clyde 
Lambert (170/182), and 
Evan Woltag (138/145). 

There are two freshmen 


that include Mason 
Kwiatkowski (113/120) 
and Jonathan Panatta 
(285). 

Out of that group, there 
is one name that initially 
stands out to Riley- 
Hannah Bryson. Bryson is 
stepping on to the mat 
this year as the first 
female wrestler in the his- 
tory of the program, and 
Riley is proud to be a part 
of history. 

“We also have our very 
first female wrestler in 
the school’s program, so 
we’re very happy for her,” 
said Riley. “She doesn’t 
know it, but I am a father 
of three daughters, and 
she doesn’t even know my 
daughters but they are all 
rooting for her.” 

After a solid 10-10 record 
in the competitive 
Middlesex League last 
season, Riley understands 
his team is doubted due to 
their losses, but he is 
ready to surprise. 

“We’re very optimistic, 
we got a couple of kids in 
our lineup nobody’s heard 
of,” admitted Riley. “They 
are going to know them by 
the end of the season. So 
we are really excited 
about that.” 

Regardless of winning 
and losing, Riley was able 
to take a step back and 
remember the late Mark 
Donovan in a full circle 
moment. 


“It’s my first year (and) 
it’s a lot of these kids' 
first years, so I kind of 
feel like I’m back in 1986 
with Mark Donovan again 
and we are starting this 
journey together, so I 
can’t wait,” said Riley. 

Looking ahead to their 
season schedule, Riley 
immediately points out an 
approaching test for his 
team coming next week- 
end in the Sons of Italy 
Tournament.

action next week. I’m 
looking forward to my 
kids seeing that and I’m 
hoping they can compete 
real well and go deep in 
it,” said Riley. 

Despite what happens 
this season, Riley is here 
to embed a winning cul- 
ture in Wilmington for the 
near future. 

“As a first time head 
coach I’m looking at the 
long term picture,” said 
Riley. “Last year’s team 
was made up mostly of 
seniors.

Better team chemistry the key for the Wildcats and Spartans

STONEHAM --_ The 
Stoneham-Wilmington 
girl’s hockey team kicked 
off the 2022-23 season this 
week, unveiling a new

recast themselves as 
teammates. Co-coaches 
John Lapiana, of 
Wilmington, and 
Cassandra Connolly, of 
Stoneham, were tasked 
with not only preparing 
the players for the rigors 
of the season ahead but 
also melding two distinct 
hockey teams into one. 

“That first summer as a 
cooperative team, we did 
strength and conditioning 
just to get the girls famil- 
iar with each other,” 
recalled Lapiana. “We 
wanted to create the team 
and the team bond.”

The program provides 
local fire departments 
with a variety of equip- 
ment that makes the 
dangerous job of fire- 


fighting safer. This is the 
third year that funding 
has been awarded for 
this purpose as part of a 
five-year, $25 million 
bond bill filed by the 
Administration to sup- 
port firefighter safety 
and health in the coming 
years. 

“We ask so much of our 
firefighters, and no mat- 
ter how dangerous or dif- 
ficult the situation, they 
always do whatever it 
takes to help,” said Gov- 
ernor Charlie Baker. 
“This program is an 
opportunity to make sure 
they are properly pro- 
tected every time they 
answer a call for help.” 

“The decision to 
become a firefighter is 
one of the bravest, most 
selfless choices a person 


can make,” said Lt. 
Governor Karyn Polito. 
“I am so thankful to the 
men and women who 
have dedicated them- 
selves to this calling. In 
every city and town, 
these heroes drop what 
they’re doing and rush 
to help — even when it 
puts them in harm’s 
way.” 

Fire departments in 
Massachusetts were 
able to apply to this pro- 
gram for 121 different 
types of eligible equip- 
ment, including ballistic 
protective clothing, ther- 
mal protective clothing, 
gear washers and dry- 
ers, thermal imaging 
cameras, assorted hand 
tools and_ extrication 
equipment, communica- 
tions resources, haz- 
ardous gas meters, fit- 
ness equipment, and 
more. In many cases, 
the purchase of this 
equipment will help 
departments attain com- 
pliance with 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration 
or National Fire Pro- 
tection Association safe- 
ty standards. 

“In today’s fire service, 
firefighters respond to 
increasingly dangerous 
calls. Access to the prop- 


er protective gear is 
critical to ensure their 
safety and ability to 
meet the modern chal- 
lenges of emergency 
response,” said 
Secretary of Public 
Safety and Security Ter- 
rence Reidy. “Firefight- 
ers have a vital role in 
keeping our communi- 
ties safe. We are pleased 
to show our appreciation 
for their courage and 
service by providing 
funding to equip them 
with the appropriate 
level of protection.” 

“We now know that the 
occupational cancer risk 
caused by cumulative 
exposure to _ toxins 
encountered while fire- 
fighting is as great of a 
danger to firefighters as 
fire and smoke itself,” 
said Undersecretary of 
Homeland Security 
Jeanne Benincasa 
Thorpe. “This program 
is an outstanding mech- 
anism to combat that 
risk by ensuring that 
firefighters are wearing 
modern and properly 
cleaned gear every time 
they answer a call. The 
long-term benefits of 
this program to fire- 
fighters and their fami- 
lies will be truly 
immense.” 


“Every time a firefight- 


er goes to work, they 


could be asked to rescue 
a child from a burning 
building, clean up a spill 
of hazardous materials, 
treat a patient with a 
contagious medical con- 
dition, or rush into a hos- 
tile event to rescue and 
treat victims,” ‘said State 
Fire. Marshal Peter 
Ostroskey. “This program 
is absolutely vital to help- 


-ing fire departments pre- 


pare for the vast array of 
hazards they face today 
and making sure that 
firefighters go home safe 
after every call.”

The center of gravity of 
"The Whale" is obviously 
‘the 600-pound man at its 
center. Look closely, though, 
and he's the one with a soul 
as light as a feather. 
Charlie is a reclusive, 
morbidly obese English lit- 
erature teacher unable and 
unwilling to stop eating 
himself to death. As his 
health woes mount and his 
life expectancy is put at just 
a week, Charlie struggles to 
reacquaint himself with his 
estranged daughter. We 
meet him on Monday and 
the film goes day by day to 
Friday. 
Charlie is a gentle giant, 
not raging at his fast ap- 
proaching demise. He's an 
optimist and a fierce be- 
liever in truth even though 
there is nothing in his world 
reinforcing either. "The 
Whale" is not always pleas- 
ant to watch but the payoff 
and performances make it 
an astounding film. - 
Stationary and wheezing 
on his couch, Charlie is re- 
peatedly visited by a con- 
stellation of people — a 
friendly nurse, his teenage 
daughter and a young mis- 
sionary from an apocalypti- 
cal church. They all need 
something from this well- 
meaning but broken man — 
spiritual, medical or famil- 
ial. They are all broken, too. 
The movie, based and 


adapted from the off-Broad- 


way play of the same name 
by Samuel D. Hunter, is di- 
rected by Darren Aronof- 
sky, who helmed such dark 
tales as "Requiem for a 
Dream" and "Black Swan." 
Hunter's depiction of the 
mortification of the flesh 
perfectly meets a director 
enamored by the grotesque.

ing his signature puppy dog 
face to remain despite a 
massive body suit and 
swelling prosthetics. And 
why not? It is one of the 
most moving performances 
in years, full of humanity 
and a redemptive triumph 
for an actor who hid his tal- 
ent in quickly forgotten 
films like "Blast from the 
Past," "Hair Brained" and 
"Airheads." 

The whole cast is per- 
fect, from Sadie Sink as 
Charlie's spiky daughter, 
Hong Chau as his foul- 
mouthed nursing angel, Ty 
Simpkins as the missionary 
with a hidden past and 
Samantha Morton as his ex- 
wife with simmering anger 
and yet still love. There are 
steady references to Her- 
man Melville's "Moby 
Dick," which gives the film 
the title and its doomed 
vibe. 

Charlie has ballooned 
ever since the death of his 
same-sex partner, who ap- 
parently willed himself to 
death by wasting away in 
starvation after their rela- 
tionship was condemned by 
his church-leading father. 
Charlie has apparently de- 
cided to die the opposite 
way. 

He is sadly apologetic to 
his nurse — "I'm sorry," he 
says continually — and 
shuts the video camera on 
his laptop during his online 
classes. Even the pizza de- 
livery man doesn't know 
what he looks like. "Who 
would want me to be part of 
their life?" he asks. 

There has been fear that 
the film might be fatphobic

his mouth. Maybe some of 
that could have been 
touched on instead of lin- 
gered on. 

But body weight is not 
what the writer and direc- 
tor want to focus on here.

They would also potential- 
ly incorporate aquatics, 
strength and conditioning, 
sports medicine, and phys- 
ical therapy programs. 

Doherty assured _ the 
board that they would 
work with any town lead- 
ers, community members, 
and state agencies and 
study traffic, fiscal, and 
environmental impacts. 
The town would be wel- 
come to provide guidance 
regarding zoning, includ- 
ing affordable or age-re- 
stricted units, public trails, 
EDGE, municipal facili- 
ties, restaurant facilities, 
and the MTBA commuter 
rail shuttle. He explained 
that at this stage, many of 
the project details weren’t 
set in stone. 

Select Board Chair Judy 
O’Connell shared that after 
Doherty met with the Ice

dia center, and the con- 
struction of age-appro- 
priate bathrooms in this 
section of the building. 
The restroom facilities, 
playground space, stor- 
age space, and technolo- 
gy and media equipment 
moving would all bring 
costs. There may be costs 
also associated with the 
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use of the West for the 
next few years. 

The Wildwood School 
Building Committee had 
a meeting planned this 
week to make their rec- 
ommendation for the 
School Committee inclu- 
ding cost estimates. This 
recommendation would 
next be presented to the 
committee on the 2ist. 
The School Committee’s 
passed motion would then 
be brought to the town 
manager to act upon, 
whatever it is, 

M. J. Byrnes asked 
about the need for rest- 
room facilities. Brand ex- 
plained that it wouldn’t 
be appropriate to have 
kindergarten — students 
share bathrooms with 
students in grades 6-8. 
They would look to add 
these by reconfiguring 
current space at the 
least cost. 

Jesse Fennelly com- 
mented that this prelimi- 
nary idea was exciting 
and significantly better 
than any of their earlier 
options. 

Stephen Turner pro- 
posed that they should be 
careful to make sure this 
plan doesn’t negatively 
impact the students at 
the West and the middle 
school. He also suggest- 
ed that careful planning 
be made for a potential 
playground at the middle 
school so that it’s not too 
far for the students. at 
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the West to use, or if it 
could be built at the West 
instead so that their stu- 
dents could also benefit. 


He mentioned there may 


be need for more cabinets 
in the new kindergarten 
classrooms for extra stor- 
age space. 

One consideration that 
Melissa Plowman want- 
ed to see made is for up- 
coming Strides class- 
rooms from the Boutwell 


in particular which will 


funnel into the Shaw- 
sheen and West. She also 
asked for careful think- 
ing when asking the Wild- 
wood teachers to move 
their classrooms again. 

Brand responded say- 
ing that he is confident 
that this plan could work. 

“These 1950s buildings 
do not have the space for 
some of these more in- 
tensive programs,” he ex- 
plained. 

Plowman also clarified 
that this proposal is not 


simply financially-driven . 


but mostly led by time to 
completion. She shared 
that there is a shortage 
of modular classrooms, 
so they couldn’t have 
sought those in time for 
the 2023-2024 school: year. 

Jay Samaha asked about 
the impacts on students 
and programs at the mid- 
dle school. Brand agreed 
that there would be im- 
pacts to space and some 
teachers would need to 
move from room to room, 
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but most of the programs 
will stay the same. David 
Ragsdale wondered if the 
bathroom construction 
could be made over the 
summer, and Brand ag- 
reed that this would be 
ideal. 

Ragsdale also asked for 
benefits and additional 
resources to be offered to 
the West as part of this to 
offset the burdens of host- 
ing the Wildwood pro- 
gram. He suggested that 
building a playground at 
the West could be one of 
those benefits. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
wanted to make sure the 
Wildwood staff and tea- 
chers would have owner- 
ship and investment in 
the plan. 

Brand again spoke up 
to say that while this 
plan isn’t perfect, in his 
mind it is far better than 
the idea of temporarily 
fixing the current Wild- 
wood building. 

The committee also 
thanked those who have 
been involved in the 
Wildwood study. Byrnes 
commented that she be- 
lieves the district can 
overcome this difficult sit- 
uation. Ragsdale suggest- 
ed that they revisit the 
plan in case any issues 
come up while the new 
building is completed. 

There was no vote on 
the proposal that night. 
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
